It is in the opinion of the examiner that the art of record neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious "the pressure accumulators are selectively and alternatively connected 
to a common post of the differential cylinder" in combination with the rest of the claimed 
limitations set forth in the independent claims. 

Closest prior art examiner has found, Yoshikawa US 5,339,665 and Konho US 
6,085,520 disclose claimed invention substantially, but fails to disclose above limitation.
